Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  Margate,  for  the  year  I966. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  shov  an  increase 
in  the  population  (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General) 
of  some  44o  people.  A  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  shown 
16.0  in  1966  as  compared  with  l6.2  in  19^5.  The  total 
number  of  live  births  decreased  from  603  in  19^5  to  60I  in 
1966.  The  Death  Rate  increased  from  10.3  in  19^5  to  10.5 
in  1966.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  23.3  compared  with 
18.9  for  England  and  Wales,  Four  deaths  occurred  after 
the  end  of  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  l4.4  per  cent  of  the  total  live  births  were 
illegitimate . 

MALIGNANT  DISEASE, 


Once  again  it  must  be  recorded  that  the  lungs  were  the 
commonest  organs  to  be  affected  by  Cancer.  Total  deaths 
from  Cancer  increased  by  I8,  and  there  was  an  increase  of 
2  deaths  from  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation. 

HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES, 

The  Health  Services  provided  in  the  town,  through  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  are  set  out  in  the  report  in 
Some  detail;  they  are  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  and 
they  are  adequate . 

Mention  should  again  be  made  of  much  good  work  carried 
out  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  by  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Services  operated  by  the  County  Council,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  many  and  varied  duties  performed 
by  Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  Home  Nurses,  Children’s  Wel¬ 
fare  Officers,  District  Officers,  Domestic  and  Home  Helpers, 
etc.,  and  also  the  various  voluntary  organisations  in  the 
town  such  as  the  Margate  Council  of  Social  Service,  V/.V.S., 
Margate  /imbulance  Corps,  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee, 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Association  and  many  others. 


GENERAL. 


In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  support  and  encourage 
ment  since  my  appointment. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  a  11  members  of  the  local 
Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way  in 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  my  colleague 
in  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Kent  County 
Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  Services 
covering  the  Margate  Borough,  and  to  the  Medical  Pract¬ 
itioners  practising  in  the  area,  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times  in  the  public 
health  work  of  our  town.

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. 

Margate  is  situated  on  the  North-East  coast  of  Kent  in 
the  Isle  of  Thanet,  72  miles  from  London  and  I6  miles  from 
Canterbury. 

Clim-ate,  Soil,  etc. 

The  climate  is  bracing  and  the  district  is  justly  recog¬ 
nised  as  being  the  healthiest  area  in  England. 

The  East  end  of  the  town  is  built  between  two  valleys, 
and  Westbrook,  Westgate-on-Sea  and  Birchington  are  built  on 
the  chalk  formation,  and  owing  to  t his  and  the  general 
undulation  of  the  ground  the  whole  town  is  exceptionally 
favoured  as  regards  surface  drainage. 

The  sea  front  is  nine  miles  in  length,  of  which  seven 
are  promenades.  There  is  a  number  of  excellent  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  in  the  tox^^n, 
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Birth  Rate, 


The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
607  (284  males  and  323  females),  and  of  this  total  6  were 
still  births  (3  males  and  3  fern-ales).  There  x^jere  87 
illegitimate  births  (37  males  and  50  females). 

The  total  live  birth  rate  is  12.3  per  1,000  (adjusted 
rate  16.O  per  1,000)  and  the  rate  of  illegitimate  live 
births  is  I.7  per  1,000  estimated  population. 

The  above  figures  show  a  decrease  of  10  legitimate 
live  births  on  the  figures  for  last  year,  and  an  increase 
of  8  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  live  births. 

Death  Rate. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  same  period 
was  829  (4ll  males  and  4l8  females).  These  figures  are 
reached  after  deducting  deaths  of  persons  normally  resident 
outside  the  town  and  adding  the  deaths  of  persons  normally 
resident  in  the  town  who  died  outside  the  district. 

The  total  death  rate  is  17. 0  per  1,000  (adjusted  rate 
10.5  per  1,000).

For  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  the  live  births 
registered  exceeded  the  deaths  by  about  285,000  and  the 
estimated  total  population,  as  at  30th  June,  1986,  was 
48,188,700  an-  increase  of  113,400  over  the  estimate  for 

1905.

This,  as  usual,  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of 
death. 

33  males  and  7  females  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung 
or  bronchus,  a  decrease  of  4  on  last  year’s  figures. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Of  the  number  of  infants  who  died  under  the  age  of 
one  year  11  were  males  and  3  were  females.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  is  therefore  23.3  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  for  England 
and  Wales  was  I8.9  per  1,000  live  births  and  was  the 
lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  It  was  0.1  per 
1,000  below  that  for  I965.

( 2 )  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes s 

Section  I87  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides 
for  the  registration  of  nursing  homes  and  maternity  homes. 

Under  the  Act  the  term  ‘’Nursing  Hom*e''  does  not  include 
any  hospital  or  premises  maintained  or  controlled  by  a 
Government  Department,  Local  Authority,  or  by  any  other 
body  or  persons  constituted  by  Special  Act  of  Parliament 
or  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter, 

At  the  end  of  I966  there  were  10  nursing  homes  on  the 
Register  consisting  of  9  for  general  nursing  and  1  for 
maternity  nursing. 

No  orders  were  made  during  the  year  refusing  regist¬ 
ration. 

(3)  Local  Health  Services  for  the  Areas 

( a )  Laboratory  Facilities s 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  continues  to 
carry  out  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Corporation  and  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town. 

The  examinations  undertaken  include  throat  swabs, 
blood,  sputum,  material  in  cases  of  food  poisoning  etc. 

In  addition  to  the  above  tliere  is  a  laboratory  at  the 
Isle  of  Thane t  District  Hospital,  Margate  V/ing,  under  the 
direction  of  H.  Sterndale  Esq.,  M.D,(Lond,),  M.B. ,  B.S., 
M.R.C.S. ,  L.R.C.P. 

( b )  Ambulance  Facilities s 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County,  and  the  services  provide  for  the  carrying  of  both 
walking  and  sitting  cases  and  patients  can  be  moved  to 
any  part  of  the  British  Isles. 

The  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  in  the  grounds  of 
Haine  Hospital  and  serves  the  needs  of  the  Thane t  area. 

This  station  operates  21  ambulances,  all  of  which  are 
equipped  with  radio-telephone  apparatus,  making  possible 
the  quick  diversion  of  ambulances  to  meet  emergencies,  and 
also  enabling  the  maximum  use  to  be  m*ade  of  vehicles  during 
each  journey.

(c)  Domestic  Help  Services. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  Kent 
County  Council.  During  the  year  I966  an  average  of  31^ 
cases  of  sick  and  aged  persons  were  assisted,  this  number 
includes  36  lying-in  cases.  There  were  approximately  51 
Home  Helps  engaged  on  this  work. 

In  addition,  the  Kent  County  Council  now  administers 
the  following  services  which  are  run  in  conjunction  with 
the  Domestic  Help  Service §- 

(i)  Family  Care  Service  g 

This  service  is  provided  where  the  mother 
of  two  or  more  children  is  absent  from  her 
home  for  medical  or  domestic  reasons,  for  a 
maximum  period  of  three  months.  During  the 
year  nine  families  have  received  this  service, 

(ii)  Family  Welfare  Service ; 

This  is  a  service  provided  for  a  mother  who 
needs  advice  and  guidance  in  all  aspects  of 
household  management  and  budgeting  and  care  of 
children.  It  is  a  free  service.  During  the 
year  three  families  were  assisted. 
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This  service  is  provided  for  aged  persons 
to  ensure,  i-ihere  necessary,  they  are  made  safe 
and  comfortable  for  the  night.  There  were  two 
such  cases  covered  during  the  year. 


There  was  one  case  of  an  aged  chronic  sick 
person  provided  with  a  night  attendant. 


( d )  Health  Visiting  and  School  Health  Service ; 

These  have  been  maintained  as  before  and  the  total 
number  of  Health  Visiting  Staff  is  6.

It  has  also  been  found  possible  to 
admit  cases  of  minor  infectious  disease  when  various 
circumstances  have  rendered  it  necessary  for  the  patients 
to  be  removed  to  hospital.

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  for  smallpox  patients  to  be  admitted  to  The  River 
Hospitals  (Long  Reach),  Hartford,  Kent. 

(5)  Prevalence  of.  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  Other 

Diseases 

The  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  is  uniformly 
distributed  throughout  the  wards  of  the  town.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  large  industrial  area 
or  congested  residential  area  confined  to  any  one  ward.

Fortunately, 
the  outbreak  was  com^paratively  mild,  symptoms  varying  from 
general  abdominal  discomfort  to  severe  vomiting  and  diarrhoea, 
but  this  in  most  cases  cleared  up  within  24  hours.

Vaccination  seems  to  have  brought  this  disease  under 
control  and  only  17  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
of  which  1  was  admitted  to  hospital.  This  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  when  it  is  remembered  that  whooping  cough  was  a 
very  serious  illness  to  children  in  the  past. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum; 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  ARSA. 


Water  Supply; 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  of  Margate  is  within  the 
statutory  water  supply  area  of  the  Thanet  Water  Board 
set  up  by  the  provisions  of  the  Kent  Water  Act 5  19^^ f 
and  upon  which  Board  Margate  Borough  Council  has  seven 
representatives . 

Generally  speaking,  water  for  the  Borough  is  supplied 
from  the  Board’s  Pumping  Station  at  Wingham,  fifteen 
miles  south-west  from  Margate,  and  Sparrow  Castle  Pumping 
Station  near  Acol  in  Thanet.  During  the  peak  summer 
demand  Linksfield,  Tivoli  and  Dane  Pumping  Stations  in 
Margate  are  also  used.  All  sources  consist  of  wells  and 
adits  abstracting  water  from  the  underground  chalk,  the 
only  treatment  being  sterilisation  by  means  of  chlorine. 
Occasionally,  vxater  may  be  transferred  from  the  Board’s 
other  sources  in  its  area  but  they  all  draw  water  from 
the  same  geological  formation. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  g-athering  grounds  are 
under  constant  reviex\r  as  is  the  quality  of  the  water 
which  is  subject  to  frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination.  The  following  are  typical  analyses  of  the 
water  and  all  samples  delivered  into  supply  submitted 
were  reported  by  the  laboratories  as  of  high  organic 
purity  and  considered  wholesome  and  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.

Public  Swimming  Baths  -  Public  Health  Act.  1936^ 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  town. 
Drainage  and  Sewerage  g 

The  Borough  is  drained  as  far  as  Margate  is  concerned 
on  the  combined  system,  with  a  sea  outfall  at  Foreness 
Point.  Westgate  is  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the 
sewage  being  pumped  into  the  Margate  system,  and  Birching - 
ton  is  also  drained  on  a  separate  system,  the  effluent 
being  treated  at  the  disposal  works  on  the  marshes  beyond 
Minnis  Bay  and  discharged  into  the  sea.  In  both  outfalls 
the  discharge  takes  place  on  the  ebb-tide,  and  the 
effluent  is  carried  clear  away  from  the  foreshore. 

Two  outfall  sewers  30"  and  42"  diameter  discharge  into 
deep  water  600  yards  from  the  shore  at  Foreness  Point. 

The  screened  sewage  is  carried  away  by  a  strong  north¬ 
easterly  current  at  the  edge  of  Longnose  Spit;  a  storage 
culvert  retains  the  sewage  between  tides.  Improved 
screening  and  pumping  plant  is  now  installed  in  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  existing  Pumping  Station. 

It  is  intended  this  year  (1967)  to  carry  out  the  first 
stage  for  a  major  relief  sewer,  which  will  eventually  be 
constructed  from  Westgate  to  join  the  recently  extended 
storage  culvert  at  the  foot  of  V/ilderness  Hill. 

The  new  pumping  station  at  King  Street  is  programm-ed 
to  be  in  operation  in  the  latter  half  of  19'^7. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal; 

Margate  has  the  usual  difficult  problem  which  con¬ 
fronts  most  seaside  resorts  of  heavy  seasonal  fluctuations 
in  the  quantities  of  refuse  to  be  collected  and  disposed 
of  throughout  the  year. 
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A  fleet  of  tipping  freigiiters  is  used  to  make  a 
general  weekly  collection  to  every  occupied  property, 
with  more  frequent  calls  to  clear  certain  other  large 
establishments  vzhich  produce  large  quantities  at  small 
frequency  mainly  during  the  season.  Trade  refuse  is 
collected  upon  request,  or  at  regular  intervals,  depend¬ 
ing  upon  the  type,  a  charge  being  made  to  cover  the  cost 
of  collection  but  not  for  disposal. 

Salvage  operations  are  carried  out  during  collection 
and  disposal,  V/aste  paper  and  cartons  are  collected  and 
placed  separately  in  the  freighter  trailers  and  are  sold 
loose.  Metal  is  separated  by  magnetic  pulley  belt  and 
baled,  rags  and  bones,  etc.,  are  all  salvaged  at  the  plant. 
The  income  from  the  sale  of  salvage  is  set  against  the 
costs  of  disposal  and  help  considerably  to  defray  the  costs 
of  this  service. 

A  20  ton  capacity  weighbridge  is  situated  at  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  Refuse  Destructor  and  records  are  kept  of 
all  materials  enter irig  and  leaving  the  plant,  thus  pro¬ 
viding  an  important  part  of  the  data  from  which  accurate 
costs  are  computed.  Bearing  in  mind  the  length  of  the 
Borough  and  the  consequent  relatively  long  journey  hauls 
to  the  disposal  point  the  costs  of  collection  and  disposal 
indicate  that  the  v/ork  is  effected  economically. 

The  nature  of  refuse  is  rapidly  ciianging  and  is 
becoming  less  dense  and  very  bulky  due,  no  doubt,  to  the 
increased  standard  of  living  and  the  changes  in  food  and 
goods  packaging  which  is  probably  a  result  of  greater 
public  interest  in  the  hygienic  presentation  and  handling 
of  foodstuffs  and  goods. 

The  bulkiness  of  the  present  refuse  produces  a^n  ever 
increasing  work  load,  and  to  reduce  the  frequency  of 
unloading  of  freighters,  the  e^cisting  refuse  freighters 
are  being  replaced  by  50  cu.  yard  compression  vehicles. 

Full  conversion  to  compression  freighters  should  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  2  to  3  years. 

Because  of  the  steadily  increasing  amount  of  refuse 
being  dealt  with,  investigations  are  being  undertaken  to 
find  further  outlets  for  refuse  disposal  for  the  future. 
Discussions  are  now  taking  place  with  those  concerned  in 
order  that  a  scheme  covering  the  next  t^v^enty  years  or  so 
can  be  formulated. 
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ROAD  AI'TD  HC>S  SAFETY  OFFICER’S  FZ-PCRT  FOR

Home  Safety  nov  appears  to  have  registered  in  most 
peoples’  minds  as  a  necessary  evil.  Indeed,  ve  must  accept 
it  as  necessary  although  it  certainly  is  not  evil.  When 
final  figures  are  available  we  will  see  that  once  again 
about  8,000  victims  have  paid  the  final  penalty  for  1986. 

Our  difficulty  of  course  is  contact  witii  the  problem. 

In  Road  Safety,  Police  have  txhe  power  to  stop  and  examine 
suspect  vehicles  (and  their  drivers  if  necessary).  In 
Home  Safety  there  is  no  power  to  enter  another  person’s 
home  to  examine  faulty  wiring,  or  gas  points,  uneven  floors 
or  any  otxher  cause  of  accidents. 


In  Margate  we  are  to  some  extent  bridging  this  gap 
through  the  new  Margate  Youth  Service  by  bringing  to  the 
notice  of  all  those  having  contact  with  the  elderly,  some 
of  the  major  causes  of  accidents  and  we  hope  good  results 
will  follow. 


Cld  Peoples’  Clubs  and  V/omen’s  Organisations  are 
another  source  through  whicii  the  public  may  be  educated 
and  talks  and  film  shows  have  been  given  on  many  occasions 
with  good  results. 

In  the  attempt  to  reduce  accidents,  extra  efforts  were 
made  prior  to  Bonfire  Night  and  Christmas,  mainly  through 
schools,  factories,  large  firms  and  the  press,  together 
witxh  many  posters  throughout  the  Borough. 

I  still  think  education  is  the  best  cure  for  this 
disease  and  when  visiting  schools  giving  talks  or  showing 
films  I  stress  the  dangers  as  far  as  possible.  During 
these  school  visits,  I  try  to  include  &  few  words  on 
safety  on  our  beaches  (i.e,,  unusual  objects  found  in  txhe 
sand  etc.)  and  advise  Cxhildren  not  to  play  too  close  to 
the  edge  of  the  cliff  or  promenade  vJhere  no  fence  exists. 

But,  of  course,  we  are  only  pricking  the  surface.  So 
much  more  remains  to  be  done  and  the  following  table  will 
show  the  magnitude  of  our  task.  It  will  also  show,  I  am 
sure,  that  our  efforts  are  worthwhile:-

Most  Home  accidents  are  caused  by  falls  or  poisoning  - 
usually  affecting  the  elderly. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 

The  numher  of  visits,  usTially  followinf^  requests  to  call 
was  4608  and  re-visits  3083,  differed  little  from  previous 
years.  146  were  about  noise  and/or  vibrations  and  these 
were  time  consuming  and  sometimes  involved  night  visits. 
Hovjever,  co-operation  from  the  operators  of  factories  has 
been  good. 

Good  co-operation  has  again  been  given  by  owners  of 
tenanted  properties  and  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  has 
been  about  average,  for  example  70  roofs  were  repaired  or 
renevjed  on  request. 

7  Abatement  Notices  and  1  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing

HOUSING. 

The  emphasis  continued  to  be  on  improvement  rather  than 
clearance  or  closure  and  the  two  follovjing  categories  in 
particular  continued  to  receive  prior  attention.

Although  these  results  are  the  best  in  any  one  year 
there  is  still  much  to  be  done  and  progress  is  often  slow 
because  of  changes  in  ownership  aind  tenants,  plus  lack  of 
money  to  effect  real  improvements.  There  is  a  definite  need 
for  permanent  1  or  2-roomed  lettings  for  single  persons  or 
couples  but  in  the  main  this  type  of  letting  is  not  suitable 
for  families  with  children.  It  is  unfortunate  they  are 
offered  and  accepted  for  this  purpose  often  with  a  view  to 
being  re-housed  by  the  Council. 
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Formal  action  was  taken  in  2  cases  resulting  in  one 
Closing  Order  on  an  underground  room  and  in  another  case  the 
tenants  left  and  the  rooms  not  re-let. 

Improvements  with  Grant  Aid. 

An  area  of  Victorian  cottages  comprising  of  288  cottages 
was  quickly  surveyed  and  the  Council  decided  to  declare  it  as 
an  Improvement  Area  in  June,  1966  hut  as  in  former  cases  to 
deal  only  with  houses  where  the  tenants  had  expressed  a 
willingness  to  have  improvements  and  pay  the  additional  rent. 
37  tenants  did  express  such  a  wish.  The  co-operation  of 
owners  and  agents  was  again  solicited  and  hy  the  end  of  the 
year  7  houses  had  in  fact  been  improved,  and  nearly  all 
owners  or  agents  of  the  remaining  houses  had  made  application 
prior  to,  or  immediately  following  Preliminary  Notices. 

18  Preliminary  Improvement  Notices  wore  served. 

64  applications  from  owners  of  properties  outside  the 
area  vjoro  dealt  with  and  the  first  application  under  Section 

19  was  received. 

With  regard  to  grant  aided  work  in  general,  it  was  found 
that  costs  increased  considerably  during  the  year  but  the 
average  for  all  amenities  without  new  structures  remained 
below  the  limit  of  £310  and  where  new  structures  were 
involved  the  average  was  just  over  £500.  However,  in  6 
cases  of  simple  improvements  the  cost  vjas  over  the  basic 
limit  of  £310  and  where  rooms  have  to  be  partitioned  and 
other  structural  alterations  made  this  figure  is  now  too  low 
and  it  is  unfortunate  that  these  internal  partitions  cannot 
be  classed  as  structures  and  therefore  rank  for  grant. 

The  construction  of  ventilated  food  stores  is  by  no 
means  popular  and  is  the  reason  why  some  of  the  grants  were 
not  accepted. 

The  building  of  at  least  one  back  addition  has  led  to 
action  by  neighbouring  owners  invoking  their  common  law 
rights. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tables  that  progress 
has  been  on  the  whole  satisfactory  and  taking  the  last  two 
years  together  the  number  of  tenanted  houses  improved  is 
equal  to  the  number  of  those  owner/occupiod.  The  year's 
number  of  housing  units  improved  was  98*

Milk. 


Except  during  the  Summer  season  most  of  the  milk  sold 
is  from  local  producers.  There  are  three  H.T.S.T.  plants 
in  operation.  The  plants  are  satisfactorily  and 
efficiently  operated. 

66  samples  of  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  milk  were  taken 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  They  were 
satisfactory,  except  for  1  sample  which  failed  the  Phosphatase 
Test.  The  dairy  where  this  phosphatase  failure  occurred  in 
the  milk  has  now  installed  a  new  Pasteurising  plant.

Of  the  35  samples,  4  were  classified  unsatisfactory, 
and  were  due  primarily  to  wrong  techniques  during 
sterilisation  of  apparatus  and  utensils,  or  to  storage  for 
too  long  once  the  container  had  been  opened.  In  each  case, 
once  the  flaw  in  procedure  had  been  pointed  out  and  acted 
upon,  satisfactory  results  were  obtained.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

The  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957 » 
which  came  into  operation  in  1957  prohibited,  inter  alia, 
persons  keeping  more  than  4  pigs  or  50  poultry  from  feeding 
their  stock  with  vjaste  foods  which  have  not  been  boiled  for 
one  hour  in  a  plant  licensed  by  the  Local  Authority. 

All  known  pig  keepers  were  visited.  There  were  no 
keepers  of  50  or  more  head  of  poultry  using  waste  foods. 

BIRD  MJISANCE, 

Margate  has  been  troubled,  in  common  with  other  towns, 
with  the  problem  of  feral  pigeons.  They  seem  to  infest 
high  buildings  and  cause  considerable  nuisance  to  tenants 
in  flats  both  by  noise  and  the  fouling  of  balconies,  v;indows, 
etc.  There  has  been  some  improvement  as  further  operations 
v/ere  carried  out  using  ’’home  made"  cages  to  reduce  the  number 
by  a  further  50 « 

Complaints  have  also  been  made  about  collared  and  other 
doves  but  no  action  has  been  taken  as  they  are  officially 
protected.

More  properties  than  ever  "before  have  been  surveyed 
for  rodent  infestation.  This  follows  the  advice  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Pisheries  and  Pood  as  a  step 
tov/ards  complete  eradication  of  the  pests. 

These  surveys  have  confirmed  that  there  is  no  serious 
rat  infestation  in  the  tovm.  About  half  of  the  rat 
infestations  are  in  some  way  associated  with  proximity  to 
the  railway  line,  but  as  the  built  up  area  follows  the  line 
of  the  railway  it  V7as  thoLight  necessary  to  investigate  which 
came  first,  railway  infestation  or  town  infestation.  An 
area  of  about  3  acres  was  surveyed  and  infestation  confirmed 
in  20%  of  the  properties,  but  long  term  residents  affirm 
they  "have  always  had  rats",  so  the  origin  of  the 
infestations  was  lost.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  complete 
co-operation  between  the  staff  of  British  Railways  and  the 
Health  Department  will  ultimately  lead  to  considerable 
improvement  throughout  the  Borough. 

Another  facet  of  the  problem  is  in  properties  flanking 
agricultural  areas  where  rats  tend  to  harbour  during  certain 
periods  of  the  year.  These  minor  infestations  are  never 
sufficiently  large  in  number  to  warrant  large  scale 
operations . 

As  part  of  the  general  survey,  the  10%  check  of 
inspection  chambers  of  the  sev;erage  system  was  made  at 
chambers  test  baited  vjhen  the  scheme  originated  in  1947. 

The  results  confirmed  previous  findings,  that  the  sewers 
were  virtually  free  of  rats,  but  as  previously  reported, 
small  infestations  do  occur  as  a  result  of  building 
operations,  of  construction  and  demolition.  In  one  case 
only  was  an  infestation  traced  to  defective  drainage.

riETEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1966  > 


1 .  SUNSHINE . 


For  tlie  fifth,  year  in  succession,  sunshine  was  much 
below  average  -  1,320  hours,  compared  with  1,7^5.  As  far 
as  can  be  ascertained,  this  figure  was  probably  the  lovjest 
on  record.  The  average  was  reached  only  in  May  and 
August,  but  July  v/as  again  exceptionally  dull. 

2.  PRECIPITATION. 

(a)  Rainfall ,  at  3^.55  inches  (compared  with  the 
average  of  21. 25)  was  the  highest  on  record  for  Margate. 
March,  May  and  September  were  exceptionally  dry  months, 
^^/hilst  June  and  October  each  had  nearly  four  times  the 
average,  the  latter  month,  with  9.^5  inches,  being  the 
wettest  for  17  years.  July  had  nearly  twice  the  average. 
June  16th  (2.03  inches),  July  5th  (1.08)  and  October 
(1.95)  were  the  wettest  days  of  the  year.  Thunderstorms, 
which  occurred  on  16  days,  were  unusually  frequent. 

(b)  Snow  fell  to  a  depth  of  3-5  inches  between  the 
14th  and  IVtA  January,  and  lay  for  several  days.  A  heavy 
fall  occLurred  as  late  as  the  14th  April, 

3.  FOG. 


Fog  was,  as  usual,  infrequent,  and  was  recorded  on 
8  days,  mostly  as  sea-mist,  which  rarely  persisted  all  day. 

4.  WIND. 

Winds  were,  as  usual,  mostly  from  westerly  quarters. 
Gales  were  recorded  on  7  days ,  being  particularly  strong 
on  16th  and  17th  November. 

5.  TEMPEPJVTURE. 


Mean  monthly  temperatures,  generally,  differed  only 
slightly  from  average.  The  extreme  differences  occurred 
in  a  particularly  cold  January,  with  a  mean  of  2.7  degrees 
below  average,  and  a  very  mild  February,  with  3*5  degrees 
above . 

The  summer  on  the  whole  was  cool ,  with  short  warm 
spells,  the  highest  reading  being  7B  degrees  on  the  12th 
August.  The  coldest  day  of  the  year  was  19th  January, 
with  23  degrees.

6.  GENERAL. 


The  usual  returns  (daily,  weekly  or  monthly  as  required) 
were  made,  by  post,  telephone  or  telegram  as  necessary,  to 
the  Meteorological  Office,  Corporation  Officials,  the  Water 
Board,  the  Press,  etc,  A  number  of  enquiries  were  answered 
from  other  sources.  The  charts  and  data  displayed  at  the 
Weather  Office  continued  to  attract  much  interest  from 
residents  and  visitors. 

The  Station  v/as  inspected  on  the  26th  July  by  a 
representative  of  the  Meteorological  Office  and  a  satisfactory 
report  obtained. 

7.  MONTHLY  SUMilARY. 

January:  Mild  at  first,  followed  by  very  cold  spell 
10th  to  22nd,  with  heavy  snov;falls  and  continuous  ground  and 
air  frost.  Steep  rise  in  temperature  from  23rd  onwards  with 
fog  at  times. 

February:  Exceptionally  dull,  with  only  40  hours 

sunshine  compared  vjith  the  average  of  76.  Generally  mild, 
apart  from  very  cold  spell  at  month-end.  Rainfall  130% 
of  average . 

March:  Mild  and  calm  at  first,  but  rough  and  cold  at 

month-end ,  with  light  snow  showers.  Near  average  sunshine, 
but  only  20%  of  average  rainfall. 

April :  Mainly  cold,  dull  and  wet.  Heavy  snow  on  14th. 

More  sunshine  later,  but  total  only  39%  of  average. 

Rainfall  168%. 

May:  Changeable,  with  much  variation  in  temperature. 

Cold  North  East  winds  at  times.  Average  sunshine,  but  very 
dry,  with  only  half-an-inch  of  rain. 
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June :  Wettest  June  for  many  years,  with,  rainfall  nearly 

four  ^imes  average,  more  than  half  of  which  fell  in  th.e 
4-8  hours  15th/16th.,  with,  violent  thunderstorms.  Average 
sunshine,  very  warm  at  times. 

July:  After  a  v;arm,  sunny  start,  conditions  deteriorated; 

rest  of  month  very  dull  and  v;et,  with  rainfall  nearly  twice 
average;  sunshine  only  Occasional  thunderstorms, 

August  I  Variable;  some  sunny  spells,  with  total 
sunshine  112%  of  average ,  but  some  heavy  rainstorms , 
particularly  at  month-end,  bringing  rainfall  up  to  129%  of 
average.  Very  warm  between  10th  and  13th,  but  otherwise 
fresh  vjinds  kept  temperatures  below  average. 

September:  Some  good  sunny  spells,  v;ith  total  sunshine 

approximating  to  average.  Very  warm  at  times.  Exceptionally 
dry  with  only  quarter-inch  of  rain«  Thick  fog  on  21st. 

October:  Exceptionally  dull  and  wet.  Rain,  very  heavy 

at  times,  on  25  days,  making  a  total  of  9*4-5  inches,  nearly 
four  times  average  -  one  of  the  v/ettest  months  on  record. 
Sunshine  only  67% 

November:  Another  dull,  cold  and  wet  month.  Frequent 

rain,  heavy  at  times,  with  total  155%  ot  average.  Sunshine 
81%.  Strong  North  West  winds,  with  gales  at  month-end. 

December;  Much  the  same  conditions  continued,  with  gales 
at  first  frequent  rain  and  little  sunshine.  A  few  bright 
intervals,  notably  at  Christmas,  but  total  sunshine  only 
71%  of  average ,  and  rainfall  148%,
